Work to Begin on Physical Education Center, Dormitory 


Ground will be broken within the next few weeks 
on the proposed new physical education center 
and another women’s dormitory, with construc- 
tion costs scheduled at $2.2 million. They are 
expected to be ready within 18 months. 

Special ceremonies breaking ground on the 
new physical education center are set for the 
morning of November 3, when the board of visitors 
will be meeting on campus. 

The official function starting work on the dor- 
mitory will be held in connection with the board 
of trustees meeting on December 4. 


Cannon Company Also Building Library 


The board of trustees accepted a low two- 
building bid of $2,213,529 submitted on October 
2 by Cannon Construction Co. of Newberry—the 
same firm which is now erecting the new library 
on campus. In addition to the combined bid, Can- 
non turned in specific bids of $1,219,337 for the 
physical education center and $1,011,192 for the 
dormitory. Both of these also were the low figures 
among the six construction firms participating in 
the bidding. 

This was the second bid-taking on the phy- 
sical education center. The one last November, 
in conjunction with the library, ran too high and 
put the plans back on the drawing board. As a

result, PC officials feel they will now have a more 
serviceable building at a price $500,00 less than 
the first bid. 

The proposed structure includes a basketball 
area with seating capacity for more than 2,000 
and the capability to expand to two courts for 
intramural play, facilities for men’s and women’s 
physical education, team dressing rooms, four 
classrooms, and offices for the athletic and phy- 
sical education staff. 

The new women’s dormitory will be a twin of 
Clinton Hall, which has proved to be a convenient 
facility for girls since its erection in 1965. It pro- 
vides accommodations for 124 students—two girls 
in each bedroom of the two-room suite with con- 
necting bath—plus quarters for a residence coun- 
selor. 


Same Colonial Georgian Campus Style 


Both of the new buildings will follow the 
colonial Georgian architeciural style of the campus 
plant and will be air-conditioned. They will be 
situated on the east plaza in the complex of build- 
ings placed there since 1965. The dormitory will 
go adjacent to and just to the east of Clinton Hall. 
The physical education center will close off the 
east plaza at the far end and face back toward 
Richardson Science Hall.

Record Enrollment Opens 94th Session 


The 879 full-time students enrolled at PC for the 
fall term is the largest number in the history of 
the college, surpassing the 860 full-time equiva- 
lents who registered last fall. 

Registrar Roslyn Martin said the total for the 
1973-74 session is composed of 542 men and 337 
women from 23 states and three foreign countries. 

South Carolina leads with 490, including 196 
women. Among the other states with a number 
of students enrolled are: Georgia, 228; North Car- 
olina, 60; Florida, 45; Maryland, 11; Virginia, 9; 
and Alabama, 8. The foreign students are from 
Nigeria, Brazil and Colombia. 

In residence on campus are 460 men and 299 
women, while 34 out-of-town students live in off- 
campus housing and 88 commute. 

Resident quarters for 36 men provided by the 
new fraternity court (six in each house) made it 
possible to convert Laurens Hall temporarily into 
an honors women’s dormitory for 21 and relieve 
some of the admissions pressure here. Upon com- 
pletion of a new women’s dormitory, Laurens will 
revert back to men and the temporary trailer court 
(accommodating 40 girls) adjacent to Bailey Hall 
will be removed. 


Budget Balanced 15th Straight Year 


PC’s 15th straight balanced budget has 
been officially reported by the auditing firm 
of S. D. Leidesdorf & Co. 

Business Manager G. Edward Campbell 
said the 1972-73 operation showed an income 
of $3.237 million and an outgo of $3.234 mil- 
lion—producing a small surplus of $2,500 for 
the fiscal year which closed last May 31. 


Music Major Added 


PC’s fine arts curriculum expands this fall to 
include a major in music. As approved by the 
faculty last spring, it is an applied music major 
in Organ, piano and voice. 

Dean W. Fred Chapman said of the new 
program: 

“We have been offering much of this work, 
leading to a fine arts major with special emphasis 
in music. Now, with some modification and the 
addition of just one music course, PC will provide 
a solid music major. It will be continued as part 
of the fine arts department, which also includes 
art, drama and speech.” 

Dr. Charles T. Gaines, professor of music, 
heads the music program and serves as chairman 
of the fine arts department. Teaching with him 
on the music faculty are instructors Stephen G. 
Schaeffer and Mrs. Elizabeth Porter Black. Dr. 
Gaines also directs the Presbyterian College 
Choir and the Madrigal Singers, and Schaeffer 
is the organist. 

Dr. Gaines said the adoption of a major ful- 
fills a real need for the serious music student. 
Even though PC already lists 13 course offerings 
in music, the major formalizes the program and 
provides for better coordination within the entire 
curriculum. The student majoring in music will 
be expected to take 30 semester hours of required 
music courses plus a minimum of eight hours in 
one area of applied music (organ, piano, voice) 
and six hours of related courses in other discip- 
lines. These requirements added to the general 
education requirements and electives will com- 
pose the 126 hours needed for the bachelor of 
arts degree at Presbyterian College.
